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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues subject matter which is not 
claimed, specifically, claim 14 only requires determining whether the parking brake is engaged or a brake pedal is depressed, thus, if a 
parking brake is not engaged, Kubota still anticipates because the brake pedal may be depressed. In other words, the claimed method 
fails to require, as Applicant argues, that if the parking brake is not engaged then a braking force at a wheel is necessarily not maintained. 
Re claims 1,11, note that it is the combination of Kubota et al. and Yano which results in the claimed combination. Re claims 15 and 17, 
note that Kubota et al. disclose returning to step 100 when the preceeding step results in a "NO", in other words, Kubota et al. determines 
whether the parking brake is engaged after determining vehicle speed . 
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
